Any unusual requests 
or difficulties will be referred to the Chief, Training Staff. 


3- It is suggested that Tr aining Staff requests for support from 
or through the Training Site Staff be made in writing and far enough 
in advance to assure time for the accomplishment of the requested action. 
Bitting the requests in writing will provide both parties with a working 
paper that can be followed in the accomplishment of the action.
